U PON the Seizure of the four Magiftrates of 
Wageningen, and their Imprifonment in Arn- 
hem ; their Wives and Relations, and alfo divers of 
the Mafters of Guilds and Officers of the Train- 
bands of Wageningen, petition’d the States of Gelder- 
land, ‘ to provide ex plenitudine poteftatis,in what 
‘ manner they fhould judge moft proper, for refto- 
‘ cing the Tranquility of theic Town, and fetting 
* at Liberry their faid four Magiftrates. The States of 
Gelderland pafs’d a Refolution, and fent it to the 
Regents of Arnhem, importing, ‘ That on Sight 
‘ thereof they fhould immediately releafe the four 
* Prifoners, and withdraw fuch Volunteers of Arn- 
* hem as had been Ieft in Wageningen. The Arn- 
hemers thought it beft to fend back the faid Prifo- 
ners to Wageningen the 17th, yet kept them confin’d 
there till the 18th ; when they were fex ar Liberty, 
as appears by the following Ad. Y 
Ww E the Burgomafters, Juftices ( or Aldermen ) 
Common-Councilmen,&c. of Wageningen,have 
after mature Deliberation on the Interceffion and ur- 
gent Inftances of M. Ignoel Burgomafter of Nyme- 
guen and M. Bouwens Burgomatter of Arnhem, to 
releafe from their Confinement Dr. J. vander Horft, 
B. Schaats, G. van Ede, and A. vander Horft ; 
the rather, becaufe they have given Security and 
their Parole to the faid M. Ignoel to behave them- 
felves peaceably and quietly ; and further, the Ma- 
giftrates referve to themfelves their AGions of Law 
againft the faid releas’d Perfons. Done in the Town- 
Houfe of Wageningen, the 18th of October 1707. 
The 19th of October, the States of the Province 
of Gelderland, pafs’d the following Refolution : 
After the City of Nymeguen (as the Magiftrates 
of Arnhem fay in their printed Defence ) had defir’d 
them to forbear refolving, tor one Day only, to order 
any Soldiers to march to Wageningen, alledging that 
the Prefident of the Aflembly of the States knew 
that Burgomafter Bouwens of Arnheim was com- 
mitfion’d to go to Wageningen, to accommodate all 
Differences in a friendly Manner. 
Mercurii, die 19 Odctobris 1707. 
HE States of the Principality of Gelderland 
and County of Zutphen, affembled -at Ny- 
meguen, have upon Deliberation thought good, and 
refolv’d, that the Commiffion of the new-eftablifi’d 
Regents of Wageninger, which was Yefterday de- 
liver’d in and read, fhall be rejected: And as for the 


- Perfons detain’d, firft in Arnhem and now in Wage- 


ningen, that the Order for their being fet at Liberty 
and for the Volunteers to be withdrawn out of 
Wageningen, be obey’d ; that thofe of the Magi- 
ftracy Of Wageningen who were prefent at the laft 
Provincial Aflembly before this, [ viz. the 4 Magi- 


- ftrates that were put under Confinement as is aforefaid ] 


fhall be reftor’d to their Offices in integrum ; and 
after that, their noble Migbrineffes will hear both 
Parties, and pronounce {uch Jadgment on all that 
has been done at Wageningen, as upon a fair Exa- 
mination of the whole Matter fhall appear rea- 
fonable. 

And onthe many Complaints of the Burghers, 
Guilds, Train-bapds, and Inhabitants of Wagenin-

gen, the States have thought fic to command and 
authorize, and do by thele prefents command and 
authorize the Deputies of the Quarter of Nyie- 
guen, to fead out of the Garrifon of Ny meguen 
125 Men with requifice Officers to Wageningen, 
with exprefs Orders in Writing to the commanding 
Officer to haften thither, and hinder the Burghers 
on both Sides from making any Difturbance, yer 
without Giding with cither Party, or mediing in any 
Affairs belonging to the Government of the Town ; 
alfo, if contrary to Expectation the forefaid Perions 
thould be ftill detain’d, to releafe them in the Names 
of their noble Mightineffes ; further, if they fhould 
fiad any Volunzeers in Wageningen, to bid them rc. 
= and in Cafe of Oppofition to fecure their Per- 
ons. 

Moreover, their noble Mightineffes have refoly'd, 
to depute M. John van Broeckhuyfen to the Hague, 
to reprefentto theirHligh Mightineffes what haspafs'd 
at Wageningen and the Refolutions of the Siaies of 
the Province thereupon ; alfoto defire thar 3 or 4 
Companies may be fent to Wageningen,and the com- 
manding Officer be order’d to obcy their noble 
Mightineffles or their ordinary Deputies; and the 
faid M. John Broeckhuyfen is to execute this Com- 
miffion with all Expedition, and then return and 
make Report thereof to them the faid States of the 
Province.
